DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on May 13, 2008. 
During a telephone interview with Mr. Deheck and Mr. Konstantakis, the 112 1®' and 
2"^^ paragraph rejections to claim 1 were discussed. 

During the interview, the "at least one" term was discussed. After the discussion, 
it was agree to delete the term "at least one" from claim 1 in order to overcome the 
current 112 rejections. 

Further, previous to the interview, the examiner suggests some amendment to 
claim 1 in order to overcome the 112 rejections, which the applicant has 
incorporated as the new claim 21 . Therefore, the case is in condition for allowance, 
since the prior art of record fails to disclose the child safety lock in combination with 
the door latch mechanism and the door stationary structure (door frame) as claimed. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed.
